Pasre Four 
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Delay On Education 


Governor Milliken^ plan to establish a com­ 
mission on educational reforms in Michigan has 
met a mixed reaction. 
lie seem s to have been given an “A ” on po - 
lit leal savvy, but there w l a some flak from the 
Democratic legislators, who said that the stat* 
had just finished an inspection of its educational 
establishment on which it had spent $200,000, so 
why do it over again ? 
There was some 
editorial praise 
for the 
commission plan. The Detroit Free Press sug­ 
gested that if the state moved now to enlarge 
its education funds the school teachers would 
gobble up the increase in their negotiating ses­ 
sions on salaries, so that there would l>e nothing 
left for reforms. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
While it is an old and often successful gim­ 
mick to refer a hot potato issue to a committee 
in order to get the heat off the officials who 
must make the decision, the governor’s sugges­ 
tion could be helpful. Its weakness is that it 
would cause delay on a serious issue of aid to 
non-public schools which are in financial straits 
and closing like resort restaurants on Labor Day. 
Its strength is that it could be used to edu­ 
cate the people of Michigan in greater dept Ii 
about the 
crisis in their 
schools — all their 
schools. 
This is really needed, and a special commis­ 
sion, while it could not be expected to find any­ 
thing new nor suggest anything sensationally 
helpful, could help inform the people of Michigan 
about the commitment that they have made to 
public schooling and its relationship to the pub­ 
lic’s need for schooling. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
Michigan moved into responsibility for pub­ 
lic schooling very early. It created a good school 
system and managed the extension of it from a 
norm of 8 grades of schooling to a norm of 12 
grades, and then accepted a new burden of high­ 
er education. (The state has financed higher ed­ 
ucation so heavily that the private colleges are 
now in need of aid because of the competition 
created by the tax-supported state schools). 
This huge educational build-up helped create 
problems for the non-public schools. As the num­ 
ber of religious order 
teachers declined, their 
costs rose even sharper, their tuition rates went 
up and more and more of their children went to 
public schools. But there are still 315,000 Michi­ 
gan children going to non-public schools, which 
are in deepening financial difficulties. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
Governor Milliken is trying to separate this 
non-public school issue from tile main topic of 
the problems of the public schools. He says that 
if the Legislature does vote a non-public school 
aid bill, it should be only a nominal appropria­ 
tion to allow time to test its constitutionality. 
The legislature may have another opinion about 
this. There is strong sentiment in the House for 
parochiaid; less certain support for it in the Sen­ 
ate. 
Milliken is proposing to increase school aid 
this year by $85 million. (The State Board of 
Education called for a minimum increase of $129 
million.) He is asking his educational reform 
commission to report a reform package for Mich­ 
igan’s elementary and secondary schools by Sept. 
30. He’ll then ask the Legislature to finance the 
reform package. 
★

If the commission is fully honest its mission 
will be unsettling because people will be im­ 
pressed with the way that Michigan schooling 
now gives Negroes less than whites, with the way 
that the MEA has been able to get top pay for 
teachers who aren’t top teachers, with the in­ 
equalities of instructional offerings, and with 
the Frankenstein quality of public schooling, 
which has created a huge, expensive establish­ 
ment which has many shortcomings, but which 
still remains our hope for change. 


Take Home Skids 


Guest “editorial” from a newsletter pub­ 
lished by the investment firm of Goodbodv & 
Co.: 
“From 1965 to 1968, gross weekly earnings 
in manufacturing rose nearly 14 per cent, to 
$122.50, with about half the increase occurring 
in 1968 alone. Higher Social Security taxes and 
the surtax, however, held the gain in average 
take-home pay for the manufacturing worker 
with three dependents to 10.3 per cent. The con­ 
sumer price index during the same period rose 
by IO per cent, thus leaving a three-year gain in 
purchasing power of only 26c a week.” 
That, in case you were wondering, is what 
is known as inflation — or running as fast as 
you can to stay in the same place. 
The average worker was actually better off 
in 1962 through 1965, the newsletter points out. 
A more stable price level enabled him to realize 
an annual average increase of more than $2 a 
week in his purchasing power during those years. 


Tax Exemptions 


Talk of tax reform is in the air, but nothing 
very weighty in terms meaningful to the average 
citizen is likely to get 
off tile 
congressional 
launching pad. There are simply so many “aver­ 
age citizens” that even a minor tax concession 
to them could be more 
than the 
government 
could afford. 
For instance, there is much agitation to in­ 
crease tile present, unrealistic $600 personal ex ­ 
emption. But merely doubling this exemption to 
$1,200 would cost the IRS a whopping $17 bil­ 
lion in lost revenue. 
Th is is $17 billion compared to the tens or 
perhaps hundreds of millions that m ight be real­ 
ized through tightening up the law regarding 
foundations or real estate depreciation or lower­ 
ing the oil depletion allowance and so on. 
This is not to argue that unfair tax loop­ 
holes should not be closed wherever ii is possible 
to do it without opening up new loopholes some­ 
where else. Every iittie bit certainly helps. 
But it is the little bit from the little tax­ 
payer, multiplied by the millions, which is and 
always vrill be the government’s main support. 
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School Organization's Mysterious Mo 
Intermediate Districts 
Unfamiliar In Michigan 


What 
is 
an 
interm ediate 
©chool district? 
Less than 
IO per cent of 
people interviewed in downtown 
Lansing had a reasonably ac­ 
curate answer to this question 
about one of the moot im portant 
units in Michigan’s basic edu­ 
cational plan. 
Usually knowledgeable about 
all phases of the changing gov­ 
ernm ental scene, most Capital 
City 
people interviewed 
had 
only hazy ideas of the authority 
and purpose of the state’s in- 
term edicate school district sys­ 
tem. 
Old Pattern Gone 
A few of those interviewed 
knew 
that the old-fashioned 
county school superintendent or 
commissioner 
had 
vanished 
from the Michigan scene 
in 
1962. but they were unsure of 
the nature and responsibilities 
of the official and the organi­ 
zation which replaced him. 
In Michigan, the adm inistra­ 
tion of education takes place on 
the state level, regional level, 
and on the local level. 
The interm ediate school dis­ 
trict exists on the regional level. 
Some 650 operating districts, 
which run the local schools in 
all of Michigan’s 83 counties, 
comprise the com m unity level 
of the state educational plan. 
Michigan’s interm ediate dis­ 
tricts perform specialized, tech­ 
nical. 
and 
sophisticated ser­ 
vices winch most operating dis­ 
tricts find too costly or too im­ 
practical to do for themselves. 
Incorrect Beliefs 
The common belief that in­ 
term ediate school districts are 
m erely county commissioner’s 
offices under a new nam e is in­ 
correct. 
Except for discharging cer­ 
tain 
regional 
adm inistrative 
duties for the State Board of 
Education, 
the 
“new '' 
inter­ 
mediate district and the “old’’ 
county unit have little in com­ 
mon. 
An intermediate district may 
serve more than one county, 
depending 
in 
large 
part 
on 
density of population, the high­ 
way system or other commun­ 
ication patterns, or other fac­ 
tors. 
Delta 
and 
Schoolcraft 
counties 
compose one inter­ 
m ediate school district. 
Boundaries 
of 
interm ediate 
districts do not necessarily fol­ 
low' county boundary lines but 
rath er the boundaries of the 
operating districts which they 
serve. 
Specialists Serve 
A staff of adm inistrators and 
specialists, under the direction 
of a superintendent, perform 
the w’ork of an interm ediate 
district. 
In a recent publication of the 
W ayne 
County 
Interm ediate 
District, which supplies consul­ 
tant and supportive services to 
39 local school 
districts, the 
goals and services of this active 
southeastern 
Michigan 
inter­ 
m ediate unit were outlined. 
“The prim ary goal, according 
to Deputy Superintendent Wil­ 
liam C. Miller,” is to improve 
education for the more than a 
half million children in the dis­ 
trict. We also serve as a link 
between local units and tile 
Michigan Departm ent of Edu­ 
cation. The staff constantly ex­ 
amines the needs and problems 
of the local units and offer the 
service based on local desires 
and goals.” 
Growing Needs 
“ It is almost impossible for 
sm all communities to provide 
a1! of tile technical and special­ 
ized help needed to run today’s 
schools'* Miller said. “For that 
reason we and other interm edi­ 


ate units are adding staff and 
services to take care of grow ­ 
ing needs of our modern Mich­ 
igan schools.” 
A sum m ary of the areas in 
which consulting services are 
offered 
in 
this 
southeastern 
Michigan 
area 
reveals 
how 
technical and complicated edu­ 
cation has become. 
Federal Programs 
In the urban and suburban 
m etropolitan area 39 local dis­ 
tricts call on the county units 
for help in adm inistrative ser­ 
vices, adult education, atten­ 
dance, curriculum development, 
data procesing, disadvantaged 
youth, educational 
television, 
elem entary education, federal 
programs, finance, school food 
services, home economics, gui­ 
dance and counseling, health 
education, instructional m ater­ 
ials, 
international 
education, 
legislation, m athem atics educa­ 
tion,

accounting,

each of the six seasons which 
vary area by area throughout 
the state. 
Each area has its own dates 
and lim its, aimed at harvesting 
surplus beaver without endan­ 
gering 
the 
‘‘seed 
stock’* for 
next year. 
What 
trap?XU'S will get for 
their 
leg-wrenching 
work 
de­ 
pends upon what 
the buyers 
offer 
and 
the 
trappers 
can 
haggle, and there’ll be much of 
this 
at 
the 
various 
"sealing 
days.” Tile trapjjcrs don’t have 
to sell then, some preferring to 
deal 
later or elsewhere, but 
most do.

Beaver trapping is an avoca­ 
tion which has borne up since 
the first settlers came to Michi­

Trapping

snowshoes have g von way to 
snowmobiles and pickup trucks.

L ast year, the big "blanket” 
brought from $20 to $25, less for 
m ailer ize, and lit m ight take 


a trapper a whole day to catch 
one, or none. 
"Sure, sometimes we make a 
little money, sometimes barely 
cover our expenses, so we do it 
more for fun than money. 
If you trap beaver, you like it,” 
said Jack Davis of Gladwin after 
a whole day’s footwork through 
the swamps with his pal Duane 
Karkoske 
netted

"large” worth about $15. 
Last year, 3.530 licensed trap­ 
pers took out 13,482 beavers and 
912 otters, most of them in the
